Feb. New-Car Quota Cut Slightly 


Civilian Parts Stockpile Protected Against Further Military Depletion; 
Used Car Inventories Reach All-Time High in Chicago; 
Jeffers Carries Fight for Rubber to Public 


A quota of 37,500 new passenger auto- 
mobiles was set by the Office of Price 
Administration last week for rationing 
in February, compared with a January 
quota of 43,100. These figures include 
the state, regional and national reserves which are set up 
monthly to meet needs that may develop in excess of quota. 

The state reserves for February total 3,855, compared 
with 4,400 for January, while the regional reserves amount 
to 1,995 against 2,300 and the national reserve is 
2,000 against 4,400.

Stocks of car and truck replacement parts 
Parts Stocks now in the hands of dealers and whole- 
Protected by salers have been protected from further 
WPB Directive depletion by Army and Navy buying, 
except in case of actual emergency, by 
amendment to Limitation Order L-158 signed last week. 
The new order limits purchases by these branches of the 
service by requiring distributors or dealers to obtain an 
order bearing a rating of AA-1, which is the Army emer- 
gency ordering rating, before selling any replacement 
parts from stock. 


To keep civilian vehicles on the streets, WPB directed 
that parts orders carrying ratings of AA-3 or lower be 
delivered without priority ratings. This, in effect, gives 
un-rated or low-rated orders, priority over everything but 
direct and urgent strategic military orders.

The supply of used cars in the Chicago 
area rose to 143 days, as of Jan. 1, a 
new all-time high, the monthly report 
of the Chicago Automobile Trade Assn., 
based upon returns from 182 Cook 
county outlets, disclosed last week. Sales of participating 
dealers during December totaled 770 used cars, while 
inventories at month’s end stood at 3,666. An analysis by 
Edward L. Cleary, manager of CATA, showed that average 
sales per dealer during December were four units as 
against six in November and seven in October. The average 
dealer, he added, had 21 used cars in stock Jan. 1 by 
comparison with 20 on both Dec. 1 and Nov. 1.

Jeffers “Goes to Bat’ 
To Keep a Promise 


_ Rubber Director William M. Jeffers has now carried 
his valiant fight for “on rubber” transportation into 
the open, after working without avail for months in the 
approved Washington method. In calling the play as 
he sees it—and he should know just what the score is— 
he has publicly chastized both the Army and Navy for 
allegedly preventing the rubber program from getting 
the sorely-needed steel to build synthetic rubber plants. 

Automotive men may feel it ironical that a railroad 
man should fight the battle for “on rubber” transporta- 
tion. But we of the civilian economy can thank Baruch 
and the fates of selection that we have such a staunch 
fighter in charge of our rubber-building program—a 
fighter who is not afraid of fighters and who regards 
a promise made—that civilian economy would get a 
better break this year in the distribution of scarce 
materials—is a promise that must be kept. 

Jeffers, a transportation expert, agrees with the 
Baruch committee that we must have ample rubber to 
keep automotive transportation going, without which all 
effort will be retarded. In his fight he deserves the 
backing of everyone in this industry.

Rumblings on the _ synthetic-rubber 
front grew louder last week. Rubber 
Czar William Jeffers charged that “so- 
called expediters—the Army and Navy 
_ loafers” were impeding the rubber pro- 
gram. WPB Chairman Donald Nelson thereupon admitted 
“differences” with Jeffers over priorities on steel for 
building rubber plants, and Congress prepared to probe 
the controversy. 

“I don’t want to slow down other programs (such as 
100-octane and escort ship) any more than the Army or 
Navy want to slow them down,” Jeffers told newsmen. 
“But I’m insisting that the synthetic rubber program not 
be forgotten as a vital part of the war program.” Nelson 
said that, while WPB considers the rubber program 
important, it must be coordinated with the rest of the 
WPB’s five-point program.

Chairman Carl Vinson said his House 
Naval Affairs committee would start 
an investigation of Jeffers’ charges. 
Jeffers’ original charges, made before 
the Council of State Governments at 
Baltimore last Monday, brought a rebuke from the Office 
of War Information, which is charged with curbing 
interdepartmental disputes, the OWI claiming it had 
not seen Jeffers’ speech. Elmer Davis, OWI head, later 
revealed that he had sent Jeffers a note reminding him 
that his speech was in violation of President Roosevelt’s 
“button-your-lip” edict to Administration officials. Jeffers 
replied he would continue to “speak my mind.” 

“There are too many expediters in the war plants and 
too many experts in Washington, on rubber and every- 
thing else,” Jeffers told the startled governors, “It’s a 
battle between how many stars and how many bars.

Standard Delivery 
Operations Set 


WASHINGTON.—As a result of 
the provisions of Conservation 
Order M-126-A, issued last week by 
the director general for operations, 
buyers from reserve stocks of new 
automobiles, trucks and _ trailers 
still in the hands of producers, 
dealers and other agencies will be 
assured that their purchases are in 
proper running condition. 

Original M-216 establishing stand- 
ards of care for the reserve ve- 
hicles held in storage for rationing 
was issued in August, 1942, and 
amended in November. The pres- 
ent order, therefore, supplements 
M-216 as amended Nov. 19, 1942. 
It goes a step further by requiring 
that the vehicles receive special 
conditioning prior to being turned 
over to the purchaser for use. 

Schedule 1 sets forth 17 “stand- 
ard delivery operations” 13 of 
which must be performed upon a 
reserve vehicle before it can be 
operated under its own power. 
The first two of these operations 
must be performed before a _ ve- 
hicle can be towed.

Temporary Relief 
Provided on 
Used Car Tires 


PHILADELPHIA. — Philadelphia 
Automobile Trade Assn. advises 
dealers as follows on tires for used 
cars 

1.—“If you wish to switch tires 
between two cars in your stock, 
both of which have had their tires 
registered, you can secure permis- 
sion to do so by applying to your 
local ration board and presenting 
both original tire registration forms 
along with the tire serial numbers 
after switching. They will then 
correct the forms or issue new 
ones to replace the old ones sub- 
mitted. 

“Authority to do so is contained 
in the Booklet, Form OPA—R49, 
‘Mileage Rationing: Tire Regula- 
tions, Page 27, Section 1315.704. 
Some local boards are under the 
impression that this section applies 
only to cars owned by private in- 
dividuals, but we have the authority 
of Lee Brown, chief of tire regis- 
tration and inspections, OPA, that 
the privilege is now also extended 
to cars in dealers’ stocks. 

2—“If you wish to junk a used 
ear on which the tires have been 
registered, you may transfer its 
tires to any car on which the tires 
have not been registered without 
formal permission or notification. 
In this case it is assumed that the 
poorest of the 10 tires involved will 
be sold as scrap rubber or will be 
reported in your stock for sale as 
Grade III tires under rationing 
regulations.” 


Dealers May Lease Cars 
To Plane Spotters 


WASHINGTON.—OPA last week 
cleared the way for dealers and 
others to furnish new passenger 
cars to the Army Air Forces 
Ground Observer Corps for official 
use by airplane spotters. 

It is estimated that about a thou- 
sand leased automobiles are needed 
for the purpose in various parts 
of the country. An amendment 
authorizes anyone owning a pas- 
senger car already licensed to 
furnish it for a period of three 


consecutive months or more for| 


use by or on behalf of the Army 
Air Forces Aircraft Warning Serv- 
ice, including the Ground Observer 
Corps. Where a new car selected 
for this purpose is held by a dealer, 
it must be registered or licensed 
before it may be used.

rication, fuel and ignition sys- 
tems, clutch, engine, lubrication 
and body. Many of these opera- 
tions are given in detail. Direc- 
tion for road tests are also 
included in the schedule. 

R. L. Vaniman, director of the 
Automotive division, said that the 
order had been found necessary to 
insure that vehicles which had 
been in storage for many months 
were put in proper running condi- 
tion before released for road use. 
The pre-delivery operations pre- 
scribed by the order are substan- 
tially the same as have been re- 
quired by automobile and truck 
manufacturers for many years. 

The schedule of standard deliv- 
ery operations in this instance was 
worked up by a group of experi- 
enced automotive engineers in con- 
sultation with the vehicle manufac- 
turers and representatives of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
the Office of Price Administration 
and of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. 

This order is supplemented by 
OPA Amendment No. 8 to Re- 
vised Price Schedule No. 85, and 
Supplementary Regulation No. 

14, as amended, which deny the 
right to charge the maximum 
ceiling price to automobile deal- 
ers and to truck dealers who 
make delivery of the vehicles 
without the specified pre-delivery 
conditioning. 

For the protection of purchasers, 
the OPA orders require that the 
seller of the vehicle furnish a 
certificate stating that the pre- 
delivery operations have been per- 
formed and also furnish the pur- 
chaser with a copy of the check-list 
showing that the work has been 
done.

Pickup Levy Slash Asked... 


PAA Backs Flat $10 Fee 


For Cars in Penn 


HARRISBURG, Pa.—Legislation 
to effect a flat $10 annual registra- 
tion fee for passenger automobiles 
in Pennsylvania and to correct 
“inequities” in registration fees for 
'2»-ton pick-ups, by reducing the 
$26 annual fee to $16.50, has been 
introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives with the joint support 
and sponsorship of the Pennsyl- 
vania Automotive Assn. and the 
Pennsylvania Motor Federation. 

The passenger car bill, House 
Bil! No. 62, was introduced by 
Representatives Franklin H. Lich- 
tenwalter and Lloyd H. Wood, 
while the pick-up bill, House Bill 
No. 63, was put into the legislature 
by Representatives Norman Wood 
(R), and Norman H. Laughner (R). 

The present system, computed on 
horsepower rating, has been brand- 
ed by the PAA as “archaic.” “The 
popular belief prevailed at one time 
that heavier passenger cars should 
be charged more than the lighter 
ones, because of the damage such 
heavier cars would do to the roads 

this argument doesn’t hold water 
now. Why should there be a dif- 
ference in registration fees for the 
low-priced 1942 cars—for example, 


Ford registers for $12.40, Chevrolet 
at $12.00, Plymouth and Dodge at 
$10.40,” PAA said. 

It added that “undoubtedly at the 
conclusion of the war, an entirely 
new type and style of vehicle will 
appear; plastic materials will no 
doubt replace glass, the engine will 
be only about half the size of those 
currently in use, and many other 
refinements will make the car much 
lighter than those of today—thus 
the weight factor need not be taken 
into consideration so far as future 
registrations are concerned.” 

The bill on half-ton pickups 
would revise the legal definition of 
“chassis” in Pennsylvania by ex- 
cluding the weight of the cab from 
half-ton trucks. The car weight 
remains part of the chassis weight 
on all other heavier trucks. There 
are nearly 30,000 half-ton pickups 
registered in Pennsylvania at pres- 
ent. 

The PAA is asking all its mem- 
bers to actively support the bills by 
contacting members of the Com- 
mittee on Motor Vehicles, to which | 
both measures have been referred, | 
and urge support and early action!

State Levies May Go Higher... 


Little Chance Seen 
For Tax Slashes 


Special to Automotive News 

NEW YORK.—Despite the fact 
that most states are currently en- 
joying treasury surpluses, in some 
instances reaching record high 
levels, little prospect of any broad 
trend toward major reductions in 
state tax rates is indicated by de- 
velopments thus far on the state 
legislative front this year. 

The long-range general outlook 
points to higher rather than lower 
state taxes, although administra- 
tion leaders in most states are on 
record against any immediate ac- 
tion in that direction. 

Most governors have urged reten- 
tion of surpluses, even where they 
are huge, as a bulwark against 
anticipated decreases in future rev- 
enue yields because of wartime 
factors. Minor tax cuts have ad- 
ministration blessing in some 
states, but sizeable reductions are 
being generally opposed. While the 
surpluses loom large in many in- 
stances at the moment, the tax 
reduction opponents point out that 
the yields from state automotive 
any many other taxes are certain 
to continue downward as the war 
progresses. 

Some _ states already have 
reached the point where new 
revenues are being sought and 
others are expected to face the 
same problem if the war is long. 
Besides seeking to retain  sur- 

pluses as a safeguard against the 
anticipated decline .in state rev- 
enues, administration forces in a 
number of states are arguing they 
should be kept as funds to initiate 
public works in the postwar period. 
This attitude is expected by ob- 
servers to prevail in most instances, 
despite the strong appeal of those 
pressing for major cuts in state 
taxes as a means of offsetting the 
burden of swollen federal levies. 

In Ohio, which has a net surplus 
of some $42,000,000, Gov. John W. 
Bricker suggested tax reduction 
only to the extent of eliminating 
a 3 percent sales tax on food con- 
sumed outside the home and the 
sales tax on prescription medicine. 
He told the Ohio lawmakers that 
“a general reduction is not now 
possible because of the added ex- 
penses due to the war and de- 
cline in income.” 


Gov. J. M. Broughton told the 
North Carolina legislature that 
the financial condition of that 
state is by far the best in its 
history, with a general fund sur- 
plus estimated at $30,000,000 and 
a highway fund surplus of 
$13,000,000. His administration is 
opposing a flood of tax reduction 
proposals, however, and favoring 
instead the establishment of a 
postward reserve fund. The latter 
was on its way toward enact- 
ment at this writing. 

Major tax reduction proposals 
also have been advanced in West 
Virginia, where administration op- 
position also is evidenced. Gov. M. 
M. Neely has proposed a 25 percent 
cut in state income taxes, but 
served notice on the West Virginia 
legislature that it would not be his 
responsibility if a more drastic tax 
reduction program is enacted. 

There has been talk in Pennsyl- 

vania of reducing state taxes by as 
much as between $50,000,000 and 
$70,000,000 during the next bien- 
nium, but the prospects of any 
such extensive reduction mate- 
rializing appear less impressive 
than the talk. Gov. Edward Mar- 
tin has stated he would favor re- 
duced taxes wherever possible, but 
at the same time his fiscal advisers 
have cited expectation of a $60,000,- 
000 reduction in anticipated rev- 
enues. He was reported at this 
writing to be considering the advis- 
ability of recommending a tax cut 
of approximately $32,000,000 through 
elimination of a 4-mill “emergency” 
state tax on personal property. 

Maryland is figuring on a re- 
duced income tax rate, but no other 
change in its tax setup is indicated. 

Connecticut has a big general 
fund surplus, but no major change 
is expected in state taxes, Gov. 
Raymond E. Baldwin did suggest, 
however, that motor vehicle regis- 
tration and operators’ license fees 
might be reconsidered in the light 
He expressed 


belief lower fees should be enacted 
where the use of privately-owned 
vehicles has been reduced to a 
minimum. 

Although recommending no 
new taxes in Massachusetts, 
Gov. Leverett Saltonstall urged 
that present revenues be main- 
tained, Continuance of present 
rates also was recommended by 
the governors of Maine and 
Rhode Island. 

New Jersey’s Gov. Charles Edi- 
son asserted that “no new or addi- 
tional taxes appear to be called for 
at this time,” but urged the law- 
makers of that state to consider 
and provide solutions to the prob- 
lems presented by high real estate 
taxes and variable intangible per- 
sonal property levies. 

Steps to make the payment of 
New York State’s income tax less 
burdensome have been _ instituted 
at the request of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, but there has been no indi-' 
eation of major tax cuts. 

Gov. H. F. Schricker of Indiana 
proposed a new state truck weight 
tax law, calculated to yield at least 
$1,500,000, to replace a similar 1941, 
measure invalidated because of a 
defective title, but favored no other 
major change in the state’s tax 
laws. 

In Michigan, with a surplus of 
more than $25,000,000, Gov. Harry 
F. Kelly suggested setting up a 
$15,000,000 fund for postwar and. 
war emergency needs, and declared’ 
he “cannot agree with those who 
suggest altering the present tax 
structure at this time.” 

Continuing revenue declines were 
envisioned in Georgia by Gov. Ellis, 
Arnall, who asserted, however, he 
would veto any new tax measure. 
States which have already start-, 
ed a search for new revenues in- 
clude Delaware, where Gov. Walter 
W. Bacon proposed an emergency’ 
tax of one percent on gross income 
in excess of $500 and a cigarette 
tax to raise an additional $2,400,000 
annually. Bills providing for these 
new levies are on their way 
through the Delaware legislature. 

The prospect of new or addi- 
tional taxes also loomed in Mis- 
souri, where state legislators were 

confronted with the problem of 
finding $13,000,000 of additional 
revenue to support budget recom- 
mendations of Gov. F. C. Donnell. 
The general trend, however, 
seems to be an effort to maintain 
state taxes pretty much at their 
present level for the current year, 
with neither major reductions or 
increases. How long this situation 
will prevail appears to depend upon 
the length of the war.

RALEIGH, N. C.—According to 
Bessie B. Phoenix, executive secre- 
tary of the North Carolina Auto- 
mobile Dealers Assn., the North 
Carolina legislature will more than, 
likely grant a reduction in the 
privilege license tax to automobile 
dealers.

Go to 23% 


In Milwaukee 


MILWAUKEE. — According to 
Don T. Allen, state OPA director, 
a total of 153,733 Milwaukee county 
motorists have received the basic 
A gasoline ration books and 23 
percent of these, or 35,902, have 
also been issued the supplemental 
B and C books for extra driving. 

There are twice as many B books 
as C books in the county, or 
roughly 24,000 to 12,000, according 
to Allen. The B book holders com- 
prise 15 percent of the total motor- 
ists and the C book holders 8 
percent. 

Allen’s figures indicate that thou- 
sands of motorists have already 
laid up their cars. It is estimated 
that on Dec. 1, the day gasoline 
rationing began, there were 175,500 
licensed passenger cars in Milwau- 
kee county. That is 21,767 more 
than the number of motorists who 
received A books. Allen pointed 
out, however, that some of this 
number are driving passenger cars 
that are registered as part of fleets. 

Brown county, Allen said, report- 
ed that 24 percent of the motorists 
got extra rations, and Dunn county, 
a distinctly rural area, reported 
that extra rations went to 33.34 
percent of all motorists. In farm- 
ing districts more motorists are 
getting extra gasoline to haul their 
farm produce to market. 

According to Hugh M. Jones, 
motor vehicle commissioner, new 
automobile registrations in Wis- 
consin are less than 40 percent of 
what they were a year ago. 


Canada Clamps Down 


On Army Drivers 

MONTREAL.—The Defense 
department announces that to 
conserve rubber the Canadian 
Army is “clamping down” more 
forcibly than ever on speeding 
military vehicles and is admin- 
istering severe punishments to 
offending drivers. 

Published orders give officers 
and non-commissioned ° officers 
authority to check on drivers 
exceeding the speed limit neces- 
sary for the type of work they 
are doing. They can, if neces- 
sary, place the offenders under 
arrest. Personnel charged with 
speeding up or reckless driving 
will be “grounded” until the 
charges are dealt with. 

Military drivers, responsible 
for the condition of their ve- 
hicles must pay a proportionate 
amount of damage if it is caused 
by neglect or gross carelessness. 
To assist further, in conserving 
rubber and gasoline, training ve- 
hicles are used only four days 
in seven. A schedule has been 
mapped out so as not to inter- 
fere with training.

Labels on Antifreeze; 


Some Prices Slashed 

WASHINGTON.—OPA last 
week joined WPB in discourag- 
ing use of deleterious antifreeze 
preparations made of kerosene, 
naptha and certain types of salt 
solutions because of possible 
damage to motors. WPB banned 
their production two weeks ago, 
and OPA’s current order dras- 
tically reduced ceiling prices on 
such antifreezes and requires 
sellers to label their products 
with warnings to motorists 
about possible damage from 
overheating, deterioration and 
corrosion. 

Salt base solution ceiling 
prices were cut from $2.65 a, gal- 
lon to between 65 and 85 cents a 
gallon. Solutions made with 
naptha and kerosene were cut 
from $1.50 to between 35 and 
483 cents a gallon. 


R. I. Dealer Shops 
Not Affected by 
Fuel Oil Order 


PROVIDENCE.—Gov. J. Howard 
McGrath’s emergency fuel conser- 
vation order placing most Rhode 
Island retail and wholesale estab- 
lishments on a five-day week, and 
allowing non-war manufacturers to 
operate six days only if they burn 
coal, exempts motor vehicle service 
stations, garages and gasoline sta- 
tions to the extent of servicing of 
vehicles and selling of petroleum 
products. 

The order also exempts the un- 
loading of common carriers, stor- 
age of merchandise and handling 
of essential and perishable mer- 
chandise. 

At a hearing which preceded 
adoption of the five-day week plan, 
Frank Shy, representing the Rhode 
Island Automobile Dealers Assn., 
had urged exemption for motor 
vehicle servicing operations. 

“As far as new car sales go,” he 
told the hearing officials, “you 
could close us seven days a week. 
But from the standpoint of repair 
of automobiles, now considered 
more and more essential, we’ve got 
to keep open and as it is, we have 
to book repair jobs two weeks 
ahead. Our fuel needs are not 
great. Few garages stay any 
warmer than 50 degrees.”

Now Non-Skid

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Being Offered 

MORGANTOWN, Md.—Two mid- 
dleaged brothers, Clarence and 
Lonnie Gapen of Morgantown, 
proprietors of a wallpaper business, 
after three years of experimenting 
in their makeshift laboratory in the 
basement of their store, have de- 
veloped a synthetic rubber tire 
tread. 

It is composed chiefly of waste 
materials and may virtually make 
it possible for all automobile driv- 
ers to ignore steep, icy streets and 
highways. 

The brothers assert it will 
lengthen the life of a tire at least 
5,000 miles and has been developed 


to the point where it would be 
practicable for mass production. 


The rubber substitute is a one- 
eighth inch tread placed upon an 
ordinary casing by cold application, 
in contrast to the curing required 
by present re-treading methods, 
and has recently passed a severe 
test on a steep, ice covered three- 
block hill in Morgantown. 


The Gapen brothers, using a light 
coupe negotiated the grade with 
ease, coming to a stop in the middle 
of the hill and then resuming the 
climb. A truck equipped with 
standard chains was compelled to 
abandon attempts to ascend the 
grade. 


On the return trip, about half- 
way down the hill, the coupe was 
stopped within half of its length. 
After being put in reverse the car 
backed up the hill without sliding 
or spinning of the wheels. 


Service Rationing 


To Affect Little 


VANCOUVER, B. C.— Priority 
regulations issued covering auto- 
mobile and truck repairs will have 
little effect on conditions in Van- 
couver, in the opinion of leading 
dealers. The various armed forces 
all maintain large ordnance depart- 
ments at Vancouver and handle 
practically all their own repairs 
on automotive equipment. 

The new order gives priority to 
trucks of commercial companies 
and other commercial] vehicles, but 
garage owners in a number of in- 
stances have been unofficially fol- 
lowing this policy for some time 
past as far as war industry vehicles 
are concerned. 


One or two dealers felt the order 
might at last bring a degree of 
recognition for the repair industry 
from the authorities, and thereby 
make it possible for shops to se- 
cure and hold a few skilled me- 
chanics, of which there is a con- 
siderable shortage.

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35% of Cars ro 
In Denver Get 4 
Extra Rations on 


DENVER.—A total of 35.8 per- 
cent of the automobiles in use ir 
Denver have been given supple- 
mental gasoline rations—either B 
or C books, according to Hube 
P. Wolfe, assistant Denver ration- 
ing administrator. 

The number of passenger cars in 
use, Wolfe stated, is 83,361, includ- 
ing 2,174 fleet cars for which no 
A books were issued. A_ books 
were issued to 81,187 automobiles. 

Since the city of Denver issued 
slightly more than 100,000 passen- 
ger automobile licenses a year ago 
the figures announced by Wolfe 
indicate several thousand Denver 
cars have become idle in the last 
year. 

A total of 17,853 automobiles 
have been issued B books, the 
port shows. Of that number, 926 
were fleet cars. Of the 17,853 B- 
book cars, 9,486 have been allowed 
maximum B book mileage—that is, 
they are entitled to use up all their 
extra gasoline within three months 

The remaining B book cars, 8,362 
of them, have to make their extra 
gasoline supplies last for longer 
periods—varying from four months 
to a year, depending on the need 
of the individual car owners, 

Wolfe said 12,029 cars in Denver 
now are using C books.

Relief on High-Priced Cars, 
Tires Asked by ATAM 


DETROIT.—Resolutions adopted 
at the annual meeting of the Auto- 
motive Trade Assn. Managers are 
as follows: 

1 Asking a _ revision of OPA 
Amendment No. 21 by substi- 
tuting $1,500 as the list price for 
the present figure of $2,500 as set 
up in the amendment. 
Seeking an amendment to OPA 
rationing regulation 2-A, re- 
defining a “new car,” eliminating 
all 1942 cars which have been 
licensed and titled or which have 
been driven 5,000 miles or more as 
a demonstrator, and that said 1942 
cars may be sold to the general 
public without restrictions. 
Requesting NADA to use its 
full influence upon the War 
department to secure the regulation 


of the disposition of government- 
owned motor vehicles, if and whe 
same are disposed of, through the 
regular and well-established chan- 
nels, i, e., manufacturers and thei 
enfranchised outlets, 
4 Asking the War department to, 
request the various branches 
of the armed forces to discontinue 
the practice of asking dealers to 
give the War department a dis- 
count on repair work on govern- 
ment vehicles, because of the de 
creased income of dealer shops. 
Seeking some form of relie 
for dealers by securing a 
amendment to the mileage-ration- 
ing regulations, permitting dealers 
to use the frozen used tires in
